Marking the Mat 

1 Determine the border size 
needed for your mat. 

2 Mark back of mat using a pen- 
oil (Fig. 1) 



Cutting Left Handed 

1 Follow illustration (Fig. 4) 


Cutting the Mat 

1 Place your matboard color 
side down on a backing sheet 
(scrap matboard) which must 
be larger than the mat you are 
cutting. 

2 Align a suitable straight edge 
along the outside of line. 

Helpful Hint Tape sandpaper 
to the underside of the straight 
edge to eliminate slipping. 

3 Place cutter against straight 
edge and line up start and 
stop line with lower border 
line on your mat. (Fig. 2) 

4 Push blade into mat. Keep 
against straight edge. 

5 Stop when the start and stop 
line reaches upper border 
line. (Fig. 3) 

6 Pull the blade holder to 
remove the blade from the 
mat. Repeat the remaining 
three sides to complete the 
mat. 




Replacing/Reversing the Blade 

1 Reverse blade to use both sides. 

(Fig. 5) 

2 Only use Logan #270 blade for 
best results. 

3 Notice that there are 4 extra 
blades enclosed. 



Upgrading the Model 2000 

This model can be upgraded by 
adapting it to Model 524 or 540 
Adapt-A-Rule 
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
